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Where Are They Now? 


Arthur Dong 


In addition to its sterling reputation in academics, athletics, and 
arts, Galileo High School is known for its numerous alumni who 
have had a positive impact on the community. Arthur Dong is an 
outstanding example of our successful alumni. He is an award- 
winning filmmaker, an activist of Asian American heritage, and a 
longtime member of the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences and the Academy of Television Arts & Sciences. In 
addition to his success as a filmmaker, he has successfully lobbied 
for Asian American movies including Flower Drum Song (1961) 
into the National Film Registry while serving on the National Film 
Preservation Board. He authored Forbidden City, USA: Chinatown 
Nightclubs, 1936-1970 and Hollywood Chinese: the Chinese in 
American Feature Films, both earning critical acclaim and 
numerous awards since being published in 2014 and 2019 respectively. 


Arthur E. Dong was born in San Francisco, California to Don Moon and Zem Ping Dong. His 
father was a veteran of World War II, while his mother was a seamstress. The youngest of four 
children, Arthur was raised in San Francisco’s Chinatown and North Beach neighborhoods. 
Success ran in the family, as Arthur became a filmmaker, his sister Lorraine became a professor 
and chair of Asian American Studies at San Francisco State University, his brother Hugh 
became manager, composer, and performer with the Chinatown dance bands C.P. Salt, Sand, 
Majestic Sounds, and Lavender Blues, and his brother Alexander became a chemical engineer 
with the Environmental Protection Agency (Lorraine and Hugh are also Galileo alums). Arthur 
enrolled at Galileo High School in 1968, where he was active in numerous activities (Class 
Vice-President and Historian, Editor of the class newspaper, etc.) including filmmaking. While 
earning his diploma, he wrote a poem that would be the basis for his award-winning production 
titled Public (1970) for which he’d later win the California High School Film Festival’s First 
Prize Award. He described the experience with fondness: 


My art teacher at Galileo, Rob McConnell, introduced me to the world of photography 
and film production. He was taking a course at UC Extension that trained teachers to 
teach film production, and his homework was to guide his students to make a film. One 
day in class, he gathered Nancy Lee, Arthur Vibert, Otto Van Veerssen, and myself for a 
special project to make a film. Since I was picked to be the director, I didn’t get to 
operate a camera — so Mr. McConnell had me take production stills. He taught me how 
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to use a professional camera, develop film, and print photos in a dark room. That was my 
launch into film production and still photography. I followed up the group project with 
my own film, Public, which kick-started my career. It was based on a poem I wrote in an 
English class taught by Judith Berliner about a young boy’s encounters with societal 
norms and the culture of violence. 


During that same year, I received a summer scholarship to the Academy of Art College. I 
also came out as gay. And, I had a job at one of the trendiest shops in San Francisco at 
the time, Takahashi. It was a heady time. For my senior year at Galileo —after a summer 
at the Academy of Art College— I combined work study with independent studies to finish 
high school off campus. I was also living on my own and supporting myself. I remember 
bringing my then-boyfriend to the senior dance and attending graduation ceremonies at 
Masonic Auditorium with my parents, so I wasn’t totally MIA. 


Arthur graduated from Galileo High School in June 1971. Afterwards, he earned his Bachelor 
of Arts at San Francisco State University, founded his own production company called 
DeepFocus Productions, and began releasing a series of award-winning movies —mainly 
documentaries— that were primarily focused on Asian American and LGBTQ stories. Arthur’s 
career reached a milestone in 1984 when he was nominated for an Academy Award for Best 
Documentary for Sewing Woman (1982), a story based on his mother’s life as an immigrant 
who journeyed to the United States of America for a better life. His other successes include 
Forbidden City, U.S.A (1989), Hollywood Chinese (2007), Coming Out Under Fire (1994), 
Licensed to Kill (1997), and The Killing Fields of Dr. Haing S. Ngor (2015). Arthur Dong was 
inducted into the Galileo Hall of Merit in 2015, and he still keeps in touch our alumni: 


Eugene Wing invited me to speak at Galileo’s Welcome Assembly in 2013. I was 
particularly heartened to see a student booth in the courtyard for the Gay-Straight 
Alliance. What an impact it would have made if that kind of support were around back 
when I was a student. I was later inducted into the Galileo Hall of Merit and attended the 
ceremonial banquet. It was wonderful to meet up with classmates, and particularly with 
teachers Mr. Wing and Mr. [Tom] Collins. Mr. Collins served as my art mentor when he 
taught at Marina Junior High School, and Mr. Wing acknowledged my gay identity 
openly when I was his student and asked me to invite a gay activist to speak about 
LGBTQ issues in his biology class — pretty radical for 1970!

GRADUATION 
Graduation for all of the SFUSD’s high schools was held at Kezar Stadium or at Ruth Asawa School of 
the Arts. Galileo’s graduation was held on May 31, 2022 at 4:30pm in the afternoon. Students wore 
the traditional purple caps and gowns and did not need to wear face masks. As in 2021, there was no 
Procession of the Graduates at the start and the end of the ceremony. Students were able to choose 
who they sat next to for this year’s ceremony. This year several ASB Officers read the names of the 
graduates as they walked the stage. Each graduate carried a card with the phonetic pronunciation of 
their name to help the ASB Announcer to say each name correctly. As students walked across the 
stage, they were handed their diploma cover. The time allotted for the ceremony for all schools was 90 
minutes and then the stadium was cleaned for the next school. 


Seniors were required to attend school the day after Graduation, June 1, 2022 to meet the California 
State Requirement of Instructional Minutes (64,800 minutes each school year). Senior Breakfast was 
held on June 1, 2022, which was the last day of school and was a day of instruction for all students, 
including seniors. The Awards Ceremony for Seniors was also held on June 1, 2022, and that is when 
the Seniors received their diplomas. 


RETIREMENTS 


Galileo Faculty members retiring this year include long time teacher Gary Tong (Math), Naomi 
Gibson (Special Ed), Mirjam Krohne (Special Ed) and Barry Barbour (Counselor). Due to COVID 
restrictions we were still not able to hold our traditional Retirement Luncheon at Capurro’s 
Restaurant at Fisherman’s Wharf, but all four retirees were honored by their department members. 
We hope to be back to our traditional Retirement Luncheon next year and we will honor them then! 


NEW PRINCIPAL FOR GALILEO 


Tami Benau (Galileo Principal 19) is transferring to a new position with the San Francisco Unified 
School District. She will be a Director for SFUSD iLAB which is instrumental in reaching the Vision 
2025 for the San Francisco school district. She begins her new position on July 1, 2022. 


SFUSD has appointed Peter Avila as a one-year Interim Principal for Galileo while the process of 
selecting a Permanent Principal for 2023-2024 is a priority. Selection of the new principal will 
involve a site- based community interview process. 


Mr. Avila is a long- time employee of SFUSD. He served as principal of Marshall Elementary School 
for fourteen years and his background includes experience in supporting newcomer students, Spanish 
Immersion and Special Education. More information will be forthcoming when we are able to meet 
Galileo’s new Principal and begin to work with him. I have met him and had 3 opportunities to show 
him Galileo and learn about his experiences with our district. He is happy to be assigned to Galileo 
and looks forward to meeting all of our faculty and staff and learning all about Galileo! Those of us 
who have met him welcome him to Galileo! 
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ACADEMIC CHALLENGES 


This past school year (2021-2022) had new challenges aside from wearing masks, some experiencing 
COVID, our new later start and end times (8:40m — 3:50pm) and readjusting after spending a year 
with Distance Learning. As the school year progressed, there were more faculty and staff absences 
than in previous years (as well as student absences) and many of these absences were due to COVID. 
SFUSD provided faculty and staff with 10 free COVID sick days to cover pay for their absences. The 
COVID disease also affected the substitutes and so many days we did not have enough substitutes to 
cover all the teachers absent each day. Teachers present were asked to cover other teacher’s classes on 
their prep periods and were paid for this extra duty. Administrators also stepped up to cover classes. 
Nonetheless, there were days where there was not enough coverage for all classes and classes were 
then combined. Everyone worked as a team to ensure students were served and not forgotten. 


JROTC “ON AGAIN” ,” OFF AGAIN” AND FINALLY “ON AGAIN”! 


The outstanding news finally came that SFUSD would accept an offer from the US Army to financially 
support JROTC at six high schools—Galileo, Lowell, Washington, Lincoln, Balboa and Mission. 
Currently this is a 2-year commitment by the Army to help to rebuild the program. A recent story in 
the San Francisco Chronicle reported that enrollment in JROTC at all six schools reached 550 
students, just one third of what it was a decade ago. 


A quote from Jill Tucker’s article “S.F. school district set to restore JROTC” published in the San 
Francisco Chronicle on Wednesday, July 13, 2022 is as follows: “The program has been in place in the 
district for more than 100 years, offering students in-class and after- school leadership training, 
community service opportunities and a variety of experiences, including drum line, archery, robotics 
and other activities.” 


Several days before this story, the San Francisco Chronicle had a front-page story about Galileo 
student Sofia Lopez, a Senior, who joined JROTC as a Freshman and she mentioned all the help, 
strength and variety of experiences from her active involvement in JROTC. This year she will serve as 
JROTC Battalion Commander. The new Superintendent of SFUSD, Matt Wayne was quoted in the 
article: “JROTC is one of many important programs in our high schools that can make a significant 
difference in the lives or our students.” Superintendent Matt Wayne began his position on July 1, 
2022. 
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GALILEO DRAGON BOAT TEAM (GALILEO CELESTIAL DRAGONS) 


Katy Liang, Faculty Sponsor reports: “For Dragon Boat Team (GCD). We were not able to do much 
this year. We did have one youth race a couple of months ago and did really well. We are getting ready 
and doing a parking event on July 4th to get fundraising money for our SoCal race this summer. This 
year we had Tyler Kwong, Jasper Liao, and Amanda Change as some of our officers, and they will 
continue to support our team next year. One of the coaches, Henry Gee, became an SFUSD employee, 
so it will be really helpful for our future events and as a community together. We only have a couple of 
officers’ meetings this year in room 153 and did not have any general club meetings. However, we 
have positive thoughts and happy hopes for next year to be a little bit more normal. “ 


The big upcoming Summer Event will be The SoCal race "The 2022 Long Beach Dragon Boat Festival 
will be held at Marine Stadium (5255 E. Paoli Way, Long Beach, CA 90803) in Long Beach 
on July 30, from 9 am to 6 pm. 


In addition to one of the largest dragon boat competitions in California, there will be Chinese 
traditional art demonstrations, Chinese Acrobats, traditional dance, hip hop, music, and martial arts 
performances.
